The young American 
had everything it takes 
to become a great singer 
—the voice, the training, 
the dedication, and the 
discipline. 

And he was indepen- 
dendy wealthy, thanks to 
a long line of business- 
man forebears. 

But pan of hu s raining at 
the Cook: nra tonum in 
Zurich was to give public 
concert*. Hcm-ard kept mak- 
ing excuses. When he finally 
did give a conrrrt T it wai a 
lurccvv uut it touk so murh 
out of hu nervous system 
thai he never gave another. 

And he never became an 
opera ainger. Ins'iead, he has 
played fairy godfather to 
young opera sin^en alt over 
America, and Canada, and 
the Pacilir, including Austra- 
lia. 

Which is what brought 
htm to Australia recently, as 
Mtifit chairman of the 
Metropolitan Opera NajrionaJ 
Council Regional Auditions 
Program. 

"Broadly^" he told mc, 
"this means holding local 
auditions for prmnLtirirr 
young singem, and Mtndint; 
i he most guccrsdfu] lo New 
York in com pel e for scholar- 
ship* and a posaJMr Metro- 
poUtan Opera contract/' 

Volunteers help 

Howard, with Ivy Ijeaguc 
good loobfl and a golden tan 
( acquired in Austra lia J , 
talked about ihe hu^e jnb 
of organising the scheme. 

M It couldn't have firm 
done wiihnut the brilliant 
organisational rapacities of 
women. We have 1 500 
volunteers, and more than 



(ft percent of them are 
women." 

Howard's whole life, in 
fart, has he en influenced l>y 
women to an exuanrdirtary 
degree. 

He said, "I'm a descendant 
uf Captain James Hook — not 
Ooolc! — of Pennsylvania. The 
Hooks never amounted to 
much, hut the women they 
married were rich and deter- 
mined and very- influential. 

"The real head of our 
family was my paternal 
gran dm other, a German horn 
in the United States. She 
was formidable and wonder- 
ful. She was a matriarch 
and I was the firrt boy child. 
It was Grandmuther who de- 
cided 1 should be educated 
abroad, and she who firm ex- 
posed me lo music. 

"When I was seven shr 
took me to school in Swit- 
zerland, because she disliked 



the political climate in 
America around 1952. She 
and Grandfather came to 
Europe, loo. 

"Grandfather always said 
I never had a real child- 
hood- I was always allowed 
to sii in with my grand- 
parents* friends, and I 
nan i rally gravitated toward 
older people. I suppose mine 
was at least an unusual child- 
hood. 

"Until 1939 I spent eight 
mnnihs of the year at my 
*Swia school, then two 
months in Pennsylvania and 
two in New Yurk. 

"1 was seven when Grand- 
mother took me to Bavreuth 
I heard 'Tannhauscr' con- 
ducted by Tosr^uiini, his last 
concert there, 

"I remember when Hitler 
came to BayTCuth. 1 was a 
child, very impressionable. 1 
remember how frightened 
and impressed I was, and 1 
remember Grandmother try- 



ing to explain the political 
ramifications of this man. 

"I witnessed the famous 
meeting between Hitler and 
Mussolini at the Piazza 
Vecchio in Rome. And in 
Munich — wr travelled a 
great deal — I rcmcmlier 
sneaking mil at nighl. terri- 
fied, to watch Bund meet- 
ings. Hitler mesmerised 
everybody. It all had a 
irrmcndciui effert on the 
child 1 was. 

"Grandfather died in 
Munich when I was 1 1. 1 hen 
in 1939, because of the situa- 
tion in Europe, Grandmother 
and I went home perman- 
ently. 

I was about two years 
ahead of American schools, 
and entered Princeton Uni- 
versity at lfi\ So 1 had a 
year there before 1 went intn 
the Navy 10 train as an 
officer. \ was discharged at 



19, and went liark to Prince- 
ton to major in Political 
Science. / 

"Grandmother died when 
1 was 19. Fd grown up 
loving musk and singing, and 
1 did have a voice. I decided 
lu go lo Zurirh and train to 
be an opera singer. Yes. I 
did receive an inheritance, 
but Fd have gone anyway. 
There wece gTcat hopes lor 
my future, but as I've said, 
my nerves beat me. 

"So 1 took off to Italy. 
I decided Fd just study. I 
didn't have to perform. So 
1 studied under Tito RofTo, 
a wonderful old man, and 
also studied painting at the 
University of Florence- 

*Tor years then I wen* 
backward and forward be- 
tween Europe and America, 
studying, collecting paintings 
in a small way. I was asked 
to give concerts in the United 
States, but L couldn't sum- 
mon up the nerve. 



"No, t never married, 
though I was engaged twice. 
Fve always been able to 
come and go at will, and I'd 
need someone unbelievably 
understanding and unselfish 
to take die kind of life 1 
want lo live. 

"I decided eventually to 
settle in New York fl also 
have a house: at Newport, 
Rhode Island). 

*Td always lieen interested 
in the Metropolitan Opera 
House, and I soon became 
engrossed in schemes lo 
create a greater awareness of 
me . Met as a national in- 
stitution. What was needed 
was a project which would 
touch people not usually in- 
le rested in opera, something 
with which people through- 
out the country could iden- 
tify. 

*U all led to the idea nr 
helping young people, not 



just in America but abroad. 
First, though, I got a map 
of the United States and 
Canada, and cut them into 
f^ions. Then I went to 
each of GO cities and set up 
committees. 

"I spoke to literally thou- 
sands of people, and that 
made me just as terrified a* 
singing in public! In fact, 
even now, the longest walk 
in the world is the one 1 take 
every year from the wings to 
die centre of the stage to 
give a spcrrh after the 
audi lion finals. 

"The project took eight 
years to organise, and the 
Pan-Pacific region, rndudtng 
Australia, was the las*. We've 
auditioned Australians only 
for the past four years, and 
three times out of four they 
have won. They were Donald 
Shanks, Tello SuriUano, and 
Valerie HanJon. 

"We generally hold audi- 



tions in Australia in Novem- 
ber, and start look hag for 
candidates in September. We 
advertise widely in the local 
papers. 

"Candidates apply to the 
local committee. We're 
already organised in three 
Australian States, and are 
preparing to enter all six. 

Eventual return 

lc Yo«ng opera lingers who 
are chosen spend a week in 
New York, with all expense* 
paid and a cash grant, and 
try for the semi-finals. Semi- 
nnalisrj are awarded $2000 
each to study at the place of 
their choice for the final*. 
seven months Later 

"Finalists compete for a 
possible Metropolitan Opera 
contract and an award of 
12300, Second and third 
place- winners get $2000 each. 

"Our idea is that after 
study and experienc? abroad 
the lingers go home and give 
their own country the benefit 
of their fr aming 

Three more young Aus- 
tralians have gone to Hnw- 
hdu to compel e with tiawai- 
ians for the New York trip," 

It gives h i m immense 
pleasure to head a scheme 
which has helped so many 
international singers He 
always conceived of it on the 
intentatkrnal level. 

And he sees deeper impli- 
cations. "Musk " he said, "is 
the one great mternational 
language. It cuts across every 
kind of man-made barrier. 
Performers reach the people 
tn a way politicians can'l- 
And they re the best possible 
ambassadors for their coun- 
try." 

Those treacherous nerves 
of Howard Hook's, cost him 
a career hut opened up a 
life's work. And many a 
young singer in the fuiuft 
will be grateful for that.

Having l»cen given a pri- 
vate preview in London* 1 
ran say thai this film has 
earned its screen time on its 
own meriis and not on (he 
curiosity value of having 
been made by the Queers 
brother-m-law. 

"Don't Count The 
Candles" has a poignancy 
even the youngest viewer will 
not be able to esrape. 

More cosseted 

An extraordinary film lo 
come from a com para ti very 
young man of 38 who has 
livrd a uniquely luxurious 
life of late, and whose own 
old age is bound to be Car 
more cosseted than most of 
the men and women be has 
so identified with in his film. 

Lord Snowdon got the 
idea of this documentary two 
years ago when he was taking 
■ set of stUJ photographs for 
the "Sunday Times" in an 
old people's home in Lon- 
don's East End. 

He was touched by the 
human problem and felt that 
he could belter express all 
the facets that sprang to his 
mind through moving pic- 
tures better than on the 
primed page. 



Although an amateur in 
this medium, he had Ixicn 
experimenting with home 
movies for some time and 
had been a keen and dis- 
cerning picturegocr ail his 
Life. 

Then Don Jew it t, an 
executive producer with CBS 
News, suggested he should 
try motion- picture filming. 
Lord Snowdon jumped at 
the chance. 

His first attempt was re- 
garded as ii test film. 

With his long experience 
as a stage photographer (and 
powfcly because Princess 
Margaret is patron of the 
Royal Ballet )i Lord Snow- 
don shot a half-hour film on 
the Royal Ballet School. 

Hewitt was delighted with 
it, said that he believed Tony 
had "the same unique eye 
for cinematography that he 
has for si ill photography," 
and encouraged him in let 
CBS distribute the result. 

Lord Snowdon refused, 
saying he did not feel it was 



gnod enough, hut that he was 
still keen to have a try at 
his first idea. 

All experts he spoke to 
were against it. They felt 
i hat not only had the subject 
of old people been more than 
thoroughly covered in prc- 
viuus films, it was also one 
of the most difficult to do 
successfully. 

But Lord Snowdon, well 
known for his determination, 
stuck to his guns. 

In March last year, white 
in New York, he convinced 
CBS that this was a subject 
he could approach in an 
original and worthwhile way 
and, not surprisingly, won 
through. 

"Don't Count Tile 
Candles" was shot in about 
50 days over a period of 
tax months whenever it could 
be squeezed in between Lord 
Snowdon'? official duties.

Like one old lady who 
keeps a large, gaily dressed 
rhina doll sitting at her 
table. She admits to gnat 
loneliness, then, walking over

But, without creative work 
to stimulate the mind, Lord 
Snowdon'* film shows dearly 
ihe emptiness of old age to 
many. 

A widower of B2, whose 
daughter and son had taken 
I urns in having hiui in I heir 
houses, is photographed on 
the tragic day his daughter 
look htm to a home. 

As she leads him to a 
chair in the packed waiting- 
room and kisses him good- 
bye, he hardly seems to 
notice her caress. 

Already he is abandoned 
and stunned by the experi- 
ence. 

The viewer heaTs the 
daughter's voice explain that 
her fathers presence in her 
busy household had become 
"some thing of a tie " 

Then Derek Hart's com- 
mentary takes up the tale 
as the camera pans along a 
line-up of similar chairs, all 
filled with empty , almost 
expressionless faces: 

u You sit and you wait and 
you wonder how much 
1 tinge r you have to go." 

Then there are shots of 
others who fight otd age with 
every power at their com- 



There is something rather 
franlic, if courageous* about 
the camp for old men in 
Germany, 

In shorts and sweaters, 
they run manfully through 
woods or row as briskly as 
they can on a lake. Their 
faces in close-ups are grimly 
determined and full of pur- 
pose. 

So are those el the women 
in a rejuvenating clink as 
they- are pummelled, 
thumped, and pushed 
through some punishing 
exercises while u>e com- 
mentary drones on: 



"Just a few more years 
perhaps. Oh, let me not be 
old!" 

And Derek Hart adds, 
"Every woman's aim is, I 
want to be attractive. I want 
to be desired. So it all boils 
down to sex appeal.'' 1 

Suddenly the gymnasium 
is exchanged for a labora- 
tory. A ewe has been killed 
just before lambing so thai 
the unborn lamb can be dis- 
sected and used, bit by bit, 
to stave off the ravages of 
time in those wealthy enough 
to afford it. 

Both pie tines and com- 
mentary are savagely clinical. 

Tile camera dwells merci- 
lessly on the dismembered 
creature who has never been 
allowed a life of its own 
while Derek Hart explains: 

"The placenta of unborn 
lambs for old ladies — its 
luog for incapacity in human 
lungs, its brain fur heat regu- 
lation and loss of memory/' 

Revolting sight

NLIL POLLOCK and Bob Brucr 
were schoolmates in Brisbane 
Today, 15 years later, they're school- 
mates again — p but this time at 
Nellis Air Force Base, near Las 
Vegas, Nevada. 

They are both flight- lieutenants 
in the RAAF, and their ula^room 
has been the cockpit of the F-ll I 
swing- wing strike aircraft, the West's 
most advanced fighter- bomber. 

With Flight-Lieutenants Wan Skipworth 
and Ian Wescmorc, they arr the first Aus- 
tralian crews to po through the training 
program for the F-lll, 24 of which will 
be delivered to the RAAF by the end of 
rhe year. 

With their training now practically com- 
plete, the four officers will stay on at 
Nellis as instructor!! to train other Ails' 
tralian air-crews. Karh plane tarries two 
men, a pilot and a navigator. 

The four men have been flying art aver- 
age of three missions a week, getting to 
know (he plane, becoming familiar with 
its navigational system — far in advance of 
any comparable aircraii in the Western 
arsenal — and its weapons system. 

Six other Aussie crews arc rurrrntly 
t a king earlier courses in northern Cali- 
fornia, and about 70 engineers and Others 
arc scattered through the country learning 
about the mechanical, electronic, and 
weapons systems and preparing the main- 
tenance program. 

Training later will be switched to 
AmbeHey, in Queensland, where the strike 
wiii£ will be stationed. 

*llie aircrews at Nellk are very 
enthusiastic about (be F-lll + width will 
replace the now-obsolescent Ganbcrras of 
82 Bomber Wing. 

"The second Iwsl in thus plane is as 
good as the best other aircraft have," said 
Flight-Lieu tenant Neil Pollock, a navi- 
gator.

TOO MUCH" 

— says professor, who explains, 
in laymen's language, some of 
the changes that have been made. 



**T AM strongly m 
favor of divorce by 
consent," said Professor 
Rupert Cross. "In this 
respect, Australian laws 
arc ahead of England's. 

"Here ac least a divorce 
can be granted if the hus- 
band and wife have been 
separated for five yean. In 
England, at the moment, 
there is no simitar arrange- 
ment. 

"However, there'] a pro- 
posal before the Government 
thai the breakdown of a 
marriage should be sufficient 
grounds for divorce. 

"The recommendation is 
for a two-year separation." 

Pro feasor Cross, the Yhv 
erian Professor of Law at 
Oxford, is in Australia for 
the academic year as ihe 
visiting professor in the 
Faculty of Law at the U Hi- 
rers! ty of Sydney. 

With him are his wife, 
Heather, also a lawyer — 
"she hasn't practised since 
the war and today is not the 
least interested in the law" 
— and his secretary, Belinda 
BucLnaJI. aged 24. 

The Professor is blind If 
be doesn't mention it him- 
self, it's probably because he 
doesn't think about it very 
often. His blindness is some- 
thing he appears to accept 
and treat casually. 

There is humor in nearly 
everything he says. His pre- 
cise legal explanation* are 
punctuated by everyday say- 
ings and mild slang and he 
is prepared to give an 
opinion about most things,, 
even if they aren't quite in 
hit territory. 

**You might say, rt said Pro- 
fessor Cross, "that Fm an 
ordinary, stiaigbiforward 
British lawyer with two 
special interests in law — the 
study of Criminal Law and 
the Law of Evidence. 

Miserable state 

"And the Law of Evi- 
dence," he says, "is in a 
pretty miserable state in 
England and Australia. 

"U tends to obstruct 
people in finding the truth, " 
be explained. "It is based on 
the very old system when 
juries were regarded as 
rather unintelligent groups 
of people and witnesses kept 
vital information from 
them." 

Now in England there is a 
general feeling that the law 
is too complicated and 
should be made comprehen- 
sible to the layman. 

The English Law Reform 
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Committee and die Criminal 
Law Revision Committee are 
both working toward this- 
Or, rather, toward making 
the Law more practical and 
operable for tins century. 

Professor Cross belongs to 
both committees. "Already^" 
be said, "the Criminal Ljw 
Revision Committee has had 
eight of its nine reports 
made Acts of Parliament. 

"One of the most impor- 
tant of these Acts deals with 
suicide and attempted sui- 
cide. In England they are 
no longer regarded as crimes. 

"But for the most port 
they concern only small 
procedural changes of special 
interest m Lawyers- — aboh'tinn 
of an obsolete distinction 
between felonies and mis- 
demeanors; alibi notification 
before the hearing so that no 
last-minute surprise witness 
can be introduced; updating 
of the antiquated procedural 
business of juries.

"At one time, only one 
member of the jury had to 
become ill and the trial was 
abandoned, to be heard at a 
later date. Now it requires 
the absence of three or four 
members for this to happen. 

"They were all necessary 
and sensible changes. But, 
he stressed, "you cannot 
simplify the law too much!" 

Of the Act passed by the 
British Parliament last year 
legalising homosexuality be- 
tween two consenting male 
adults. Professor Cross said: 
""It is far too early m make 
any constructive statement 
about this change. Any effect 
it may have on society will 
not be apparent For years. 

"As far as I can see there 
is no reason why a similar 
law shouldn't wort in Aus- 
tralisu. 

"Of course," he said, 
"homosexual relations be- 
tween women have never 
been considered illegal. This 
distinction is one of the very 
unfair rules of society." 

Of alimony and a recent 
statement by the Minister for 
justice in New Zealand that 
a woman could no longer ex- 
pect to be kept by her hus- 
band after the marriage 
broke up: "This is a state- 
ment that needs considerable 
qualification. So much de- 
pends on the circumstances. 

"A woman who has given 
30 years of yeoman service to 
looking after her husband 
md bringing up his children 



should certainly expect to be 
supported by her husband, 

"Otherwise il would be too 
easy for a man to decide 
that after 30 years his wife 
was on Longer attractive or 
mteresting and just walk out 
free of all lies. We couldn't 
have that! 

"Ob the other hand, if the 
wife is a young, upstanding 
woman with no children and 
an ability to earn her own 
living* then there should be 
sto alimony. Even if the hus- 
band is the guilty party,™ 

World mystery 

Alimony can be 
bitter point. Pro fee 
believes there ace many 
women who cling on to 
alimony just to annoy the 
husband. Often they have 
rejected offers of marriage 
foe this reason and are some- 
times living with another

Of women criminals: 
"There are so few that it has 
become one of the mysteries 
of the world.

Of abortion: TJntil last 
year, the only defence to a 
charge of abortion was that 
it was necessary to preserve 
the life of the mother. 

"Now there are other 
defences. If two doctors ace 
prepared to say that a child 
would be burn with a 
physical or mental defect; 
if the child is conceived as 
a result of rape; if the 
financial circumstances of a 
family are such that the 
other members will suffer 
with the birth of a new 
baby"

Is water fattening? 

Water contains no caloric 
and so is non -fattening 
(The healthy adult body 
contains 80 pints of water. 
The kidneys pass at least 
one pint every 24 hours 
while another two pints vr 
so are Inst via the respiratory 
system. Fasting, dieting, ex- 
creise, and hot weather in- 
crease this loss, and must be 
made up. Four pints of 
water , or fluids containing 
water, per day is an ewntinl 
rjnirient to an adult.) 

Are the diets which 
restrict liquid (a) 
effective? (b) safe? 

Ill ere are two types of 
liquid: 

(1) non-Calark. 

(2) caloric. 

Water is the basis of all 
liquids, even milk is 87 per- 
cent water. On any reduc- 
tion diet, caloric fluids arc 
restricted. However, since 
water is non-caloric and is 
an essential nutrient, it 
should not be restricted, 
sinre the body needs water 
tn function. 

A loss of two pints of 
water in a day will cause 
enough discomfort to stop 
dieting. Restricting liquid in 
dieting is not effective and 
definitely riot safe. 

What do you think 
of the value of hyp- 
nosis in helping one 
keep to o diet? 

f have never met anyone 
who has lost weight under 
hypnosis. I have not been 
*hle to find any evidence in 
professional Literature to 
substantiate the value of 
hypnosis in dieting. 

How long is it safe 
to fast (thot is, water 
a n d calorie - free 
liquids only)? And how 
often? 

Fasting should not be 
attempted for more than 24 
hours on non-caloric liquids, 
except under a physician's 
guidance, and then usually 
in hospital. 

Tile reason for this is lhat 
the blood- pressure tan drop 
very suddenly and the fluid 
balance of the body 
impaired for an uncomfort- 
able length of time. 

Even controlled fasting of 
48 hours must he restricted 
to not more dun once a 
month, sinre a loss of elec- 
trolyte* -and water and a 



concentration of guhstanm; 
lik^- uric acid can lead to 
discomfort in an otherwise 
healthy adult, 

(Electrolyte? are minerals 
thai keep a water balance in 
the burfy.j 

I am embarking on 
a i2QG- calorie diet 
which has proved 
effective before. It 
suits me to have 800 
of these for the even- 
ing meal. Is this 
wrong? Or, would 
reduction be quicker 
if calories were more 
spread? 

If you are having lo diet 
rigidly again, ii is probably 
because of the Iiabit of eat- 
ing most of your food at 
night 

Evidence shows that lip- 
ngenesis, or fat formation, is 
actually caused by this habit. 



Can dieting be suc- 
cessful without exer- 
cise? Or do you 
advocate, as some do, 
that a brisk walk be 
taken after each meal 
— especially the even- 
ing meal? 

Yci, dieting can be sue* 
ccssful without exercisc- 
However, one must be 
realistic and find out if The 
overweight \a due lo lack of 
exercise. 

Would you say one 
of the most important 
elements of dieting is 
honesty in following 
it? 



Honesty m dieting is dif- 
ficult for dieters, not be>- 
duae they arc dishonest, but 
because of so much con- 
fusion about foods, calorie^ 
and conflicting advice on diet 



Calorie confusion 



So you would probably lose 
faster and keep pounds off 
by distributing your calories 
evenly throughout the day. 

If lack of willpower 
stops you from stick- 
ing to a diet, is there 
another method? 

By willpower I presume 
you mean motivation — that 
is, a reason for losing weight. 
Nothing can be achieved 
without a reason. 

Is toast less fatten- 
ing than bread? 

Not unless it is toasted to 
a cinder. 

Why are fried foods 
fattening when roast 
meat is not? 

All food is fattening if 
you eat more than you 
need; this applies to roast 
meat and fried foock. 

Do contraceptive 
pills add weight? 

I have found no evidence 
that contraceptive pills add 
weight. Furdtenuorc, women 
on coniraceptive pills, low 
just ai readily as those not 
on them. 



from family, friends, and un- 
informed people in general* 

I believe that although ir 
is important to be "honest" 
in dieting, it jjj most impor- 
tant to understand the degree 
of obesity and the diet, that 
h attempted, and to obtain 
thi.t information from an in- 
formed person. 

If the diet « inadequate 
and the view of the dieter 
unrealistic, then it is not pos- 
sible to be honest about diet- 
ing. 

Worry and overwork 
moke some people 
lose weight, yet others 
become compu Isive 
eaters and gain 
weight. Why is this? 

Compulsive eaters have 
formed a habit of u&ing food 
to relax tension and com- 
pensate frustration. 

Are brand - name 
foods described 
"Suitable for d i a - 
betics" suitable for 
dieters, too? 

Generally speaking, all 
sweets, jams, biscuits, bread, 
wafers, cereals, puddings, 
and cordials described ot 
labelled "Suitable for 



diabetics'* are not more suit- 
able for either diabetics or 
dietcrc than regular packs, 
unless the calories and grams 
of carbohydrates, fats, and 
proteins are calculated as 
part of the diet, just as with 
any other food. 

Low-caloric tinned fruit 
ran be substituted for regu- 
lar tinned fruit, but would 
still have to be calculated for 
the caloric content of the 
fruit. Low -calorie soft 
drinks are fine. except, 
again, the total number of 
calories must be calculated as 
part of the diet. 

Is tt wise to cut 
sugar completely from 
a diet? Does the body 
need a certain amount 
of sugar to keep going 
or is the sugar in fresh 
fruit sufficient? 

As an inexpensive and 
rradtly dilated form of 
carbohydrate, sugar is a 
valuable energy food, but it 
docs not have any nutrient 
other than carbohydrate; the 
danger is tliat it will rrplare 
other nutrients because it is. 
so readily available in cakes, 
sweets, and biscui is. 

We know that in the past 
hundred years the enormous 
increase in the consumpAion 
of such fond* has Ird tn the 
increase in dental caries and 
obesity. 

Fruit supplies other nutri- 
ents as well B5 several sugars, 
and does not impair dental 
health, since, in this form + 
the sugar does not stick to 
the teeth. 

However, the amount of 
fruit must be regulated in a 
restricted diet to that 
amount that provides the 
necessary nutrients and still 
allows for a weight loss. 

Doctors have tablets 
for pregnant women 
which reduce the fluid 
in the body, I took 
some such tablets 
which dropped my 
weight by 71b- in a 
couple of days. Can 
these same tablets be 
used as a quick way of 
dieting? 

One hundred grams of 
body fat yield 113 grams nf 
water on oxidation, 

If * dieter has trouble in 
clearing this water, then a 
physician sometimes pre 
scribes a diuretic. However, 
only a physician b able to 
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most often asked about diet

determine the extern of such 
a malfunction. 

The diuretic used for 
pregnant women is usually 
prescribed by j. physician tr> 
control the blood-pressure; 
at any rate, it is not for the 
same reason that a dieter 
might waul iL 

Dieters want to lose fat 
and s diuretic has no influ- 
ence on fat. When a dieter 
takes a diuretic, only normal 
body fluid is lost, and it has 
to be replaced immediately 
by drinking more liquid. 

What do you think 
of the 50- {or 60-) gram 
die! (also known as 
high-fat or low-carbo- 
hydrate diet)? It seems 
to work, but is Hits be- 
cause of tow-calorie 
intake? 

The low carbohydrate diet 
works because it creates a 
deficit of oral energy foods 
which forces ihe oxidation of 
body fat into carbohydrate. 
Otherwise it is a normal 
diet. 

In the long run, however, 
it will not work unless it u 
rigidly controlled (or a long 
enough periodf that is until 
uormal weight has beet) 
reached* It is low-caloric 
because of the tow carbo- 
hydrate. 

Some diet theorists 
suggest rubbing skin 
with baby oil to avoid 
wrinkles caused by 
sudden weight loss. Is 
this valid? 

Wrinkles are usually 
caused because the moisture 
and fat directly under ihe 
skin has been lost because 
the diet used t* inadequate 
in nutrients needed by the 
akin. 

Rubbing wrinkle* with 
baby oil will not wive the 
problem (skin problems are 
best advised upon by a 
dermatologist and are hardly 
the province of anyone else). 

Will diet help the 
old problem of the 
"spare tyre/* or is 
exercise the only 
means of shedding it? 

If ihe "sparr tyre" u on a 
person who is also over- 
weight, then diet and exer- 
cise arc needed to remove it. 
If the person a not over- 
weight, then the muscles of 
the abdomen are Lax and 
some exercise b indicated. 



Some people seem 
to be oble to eat a 
great deal and stay 
thin, while others put 
on weight. Is this 
valid? 

The cause of overweight 
or underweight is an un- 
balance between energy in- 
Tiikr and energy out - put 
which leads to a storage of 
the surplus energy fat, or the 
reverse. This imbalance can 
be influenced by many 
things; 

1. Increased intake .,of 
food; either of carbohydrates 
or in total intake of food. 

2. Decreased activity with 
age. 

3. Boredom, 

4. Increased or decreased 
intake that is caused by an 
emotional need, that is, thin 
people when worried eat less 
tlian they would normally 
and people who tend to gain 
weight eat more than they 
would normally, 

Is there a diet that 
is not costly? Most I 
have been on have 
been very expensive 
and, to balance the 
budget, I've gone back 
to fattening food. 

In checking with other 
dietitian*, Tvc found that m 
Australia $10 a week will 
buy the food needed to con- 
trol my weight and maintain 
proper nutrition. Even if I 
wanted to lose weight and 
ate fewer calories, the cost 
would still be about $10 be- 
cause of extras like Jow- 
r j lor if drinks and more ex- 
pensive nils of meat. 

How can I diet with 
a family of five, in- 
cluding a healthy hus- 
band who likes fatty 
food? Should I eat 
separately, which in- 
volves a lot of extra 
work, or should I put 
them on the diet but 
give them larger 
quantities? 

It is not a good idea to 
restrict a whole family's diet 
because moibrr lias to diet, 

Probably you wOl never 
be able to eat more than 
port of the foods you serve 
your family, but they will 
need a larger selection of 
food than you need. 

So you have to accept 
this, and regard taking care 



of your body's requirements 
as a good habit rather than 
a lot of extra work. 

I am always reading 
that people on a diet 
should keep a supply 
of "tasty" sliced 
carrots and celery 
curls in the refrig- 
erator to nibble 
through the day. I 
don't find these in the 
least "tasty." Can you 
suggest something 
else? 

This should work in 
theory, but cannot last be- 
cause carrots and celery 
curls become tiresome. 

Multiple meals are im- 
portant to satisfy the dieter, 
but, to be satisfying each 
meal should contain adequate 
amounts of fal t carbo- 
hydrates, and protein. 

Would you recom- 
ment o crash diet for 
someone who is just a 
few pounds over- 
weight? 

No T a crash dirt will not 
take off much fal_ It will 
take off mostly fluid and lean 
body tissue that is replaced 
as soon as normal eating 
begins. 



If you ore only a 
few pounds over- 
weight, can you sug- 
gest a simple eating 
plan that will take 
them off and keep 
them off? 

Moil people under- 
estimate the dctrimemal 
effects; both emotional and 
physical, of licing even only 
a few pounds overweight. 
The causes of this are usually 
complex and have no simple 
solution, much less a so- 
called "aim pie eating plan." 
However, some of these 
answers may give you a lew 
rules to apply. 

I am sick of continu- 
ally dieting and get- 
ting no result. Can you 
help me? 

Probably, hut yon will 
need a physician's prescrip- 
tion and to make a decision 
that "this is it," 

Are spirits (whisky, 
gin, brandy) fattening? 
If so, how fattening? 
There seems to be a 
difference of opinion 
on this. 

Spirits have seven calories 
per 1/30 of an ounce of 100 
percent proof alcohol.

Someone told me 
that sipping water 
throughout the day 
would allay hunger. It 
didn't work with me. 
Should it? 

No» sipping water will 
only allay durst. 

What are, say, three 
foods I can eat most 
to delay moments of 
hunger and not worry 
about putting on 
weight? Also, is there 
any thing Kibblers can 
nibble that is not 
fattening? 

The only way to delay 

moments of hunger is to 

have frequent small meals 

throughout die day while 
dieting. 



The liver, which bums up 
the energy from alcohol, 
takes 17 hours to utilise an 
ounce of spirits — much 
longer than any other carbo- 
hydrate. So ihe answer to 
this question would realty 
depend on bow much is 
consumed and bow much 
energy is utirbed. 

Why is it that some 
housewives who get 
plenty of exercise in 
the work they do in 
their home and eat 
sparingly still put on 
weight?

Are there any safe 
pills you can take to 
lose your appetite? 

It seems to me that appe- 
tite U a very healthy and 
necessary emotion which 
may need educating, hut ihe 
idea of losing it is alarming 
and positively dangerous. 
As with so many "fast 
promised" cures, the idea is 
at fault. 



How much is "over- 
weight"? For instance, 
if ideal weight tables 
say you should be 8st. 
51b., at what weight 
above, for health 
reasons, should you 
take prompt diet 
action? 

I do not know which 
weight tables this refers to, 
since mosT of them have a 
different standard. 

As a general rule, I would 
say that in the ease of an 
8*1. 51b. woman, 51b. over- 
weight should prompt atten- 
tion to diet habits. 

They say dieting is 
the ruination of your 
social life. If you go 
out, the food offered 
is not in the dieting - 
field or, if you invite 
guests for dinner, they 
are not likely to relish 
the idea of eating 
your diet food. It is 
also hard to visit 
restaurants. Is there 
a solution? 

The only solution to this 
is self-discipline and gaining 
a knowledge of food that 
will help yon choose a meal 
that will not leave yon with 
a big feeling of hunger. 

What do you do 
about the family and 
friends who laugh at 
the idea of you dieting 
and make no effort to 
help and encourage 
you? 

Ask your family and 
friends to take a more posi- 
tive, mature attitude. How- 
ever, to achieve this,, you wfil 
have to show them you are 
serious about your diet and 
not expect them to forfeit 
any of their own gastro- 
nomical pleasures. Help I 
doubt they can give you.

Mm AND MRS. TOM PURVES, of Kew, Vic, directors of the 
Australian Galleries in Melbourne, wanted □ house that 
was "good to live in" and also would display their collection 
of works by Austral ion artists — No tan, Arthur Boyd, Percevaf, 
Fred Wiilioms, Tucker, Whiteley, and Crichtori among others - — - 
to the best advantage. 

Throughout the spflt- level, open-plan house, the walls, wood- 
work, stairs, and railings of neutral-toned waxed mountain osh 
provide a splendid background for the paintings, allowing their 
colors to predominate. Ceilings are also neutral, ore finished 
in waxed mountain ash or in wood fibre and cement. 

Windows are square, designed by Robin Boyd to look like 
another painting. To complete the effect, Mrs. Purves chose 
Roman shades in mustard -ye I low wool for each window J 'The 
earthy color seems to blend well with the paintings/' she said. 

A particularly procticaJ feature of the design is □ studio 
flat for the Purves' grown-up children. Completely self-contained, 
ft has two bedrooms, a bathroom, and a sitting-room fitted with 
a sink, refrigerator, and smoll electric stove. A folding door 
closes it off from the main part of the house and there is a 
separate back entrance. "Now the children can entertom late 
□t night without disturbing us," soid Mrs. Purves. 

The flot, like the sitting-room, main bedroom, and dressing- 
rooms,, is covered with the luxurious white carpet used in the 
Australian pavilion at Expo 67. As a contrast, flooring in 
entrance hall, dining-room, kitchen, and laundry is of tiles. 

Built on four levels, the house gives a feeling of space, 
light, and air. 

Despite central heating and air-conditioning, there is an 
open fireplace in the sitting- room because Mrs. Purves believes 
a house does not have a heart without one. 

Her kitchen is strictly functional, with appliances and power 
points neatly out of sight behind sliding comportments. One 
cupboard contains built-in vegetable * baskets. 

On Robin Boyd's advice furniture has been kept simple, and 
built-in wherever possible ffi waxed mountain osh.

• The idea of sailing across the Pacific in a 
small boor would never hare occurred to me; 
I married it! I had lived ali my life in a small 
West Texas town, and did not even see the 
ocean until I was 21 and we moved to Cali- 
fornia. Then, two years and more than 
1 5,000 sea miles ago, we sailed our 35ft. tri- 
maran, Rebel, under the Golden Gate Bridge, 
outward bound, I become Jil1~of-4i II -trades — 
first mate, chief cook and bottle washer, and 
sometime navigator and helmsman — and I 
wos involved in the adventure of o lifetime. 




WHEN I married Marvin, 
I accepted the idea 
that sailing around the world 
in a small boat was important 
to him, but I didn't worry- 
about it. Thousands of people 
dream of sailing to the South 
Seas. Besides^ I rather liked 
the idea, 

We finished our last year at 
Ofl lv c iiitj and moved to Cali- 
fornia "to took for a place to 
build a boat." 

We settled into our urvv jobs 
and began to save all our money 
for the project, 

Marvin was an industrial 
engineer at the U^». Naval Ship* 
yard, and ! taiight English and 
hktory at the local high school. 



Marvin brought home book after 
book about the joyfi of crui sing 
until 1 was caught, too. by the 

luiv of the l\t* kfic. 

We bought i he plans for a 35 ft. 
trimaran designed by Arthur 
Fiver and began the long job of 
building Rend. T was so much 
involved by now that, once it was 
explained to me< it seemed per- 
feedy Jngirat (hat the frame* 
for the main hull should he built 
on the living-room nig. 

Tuiilding rhr boat wasn't really 
50 hard, t compared it to Jo I low- 
ing direct ions on a dressmaking 
pattern, one step at a time, in 
the proper sequence; only the end 
result was our boat* not a dress, 

Marv did all the: hard johs 
sawing and sanding, and I did 
the fun ones.

would be our hcunc for a long 
time. 

One weary weekend followed 
another lor three and a half 
years, and Rebel slowly took 
shape under our kitrhen window. 

When we weren't actually 
buildings wc were involved in 
some other facet of our project. 

I tried to brush-up my self- 
taught Frciti b and rerctul 
tluinervm* crownis* biographic, 
paying special aLtcntioii to com- 
ment* jbom comfort, conven- 
ience, and storage at sea. 

I built twit k:i radios — fol- 
lowing directum*, without under- 
standing in thr least what I was 
doing, I was a little surprised 
when, in ihe end, they worked. 

For stx weeks, we both attended 
weekly lessons in navigation. 

We went sailing with friends 
nn San Francisco Bay whenever 
we couldn't face the thought of 
anothrr day of building. We re- 
minded eaeh other of the im- 
portance of experience in sailing, 

Marvin had sailed small boats 
for year*, but 1 wa^ still a novice, 
and, frankly, a bit dubious, 1 
liked everything about our plan 
except the sail! tig. Perhaps our 
boar would be different. 

No launching of a home- built 
boat thai I have ever heard of 
proceeded exactly as planned, and 
outs wai no except ion. 

The day started quietly 
enough. Wc had told a total of 
ten people, most of them Mar- 
vin's family, who had rome from 
Arizona for The 1% day. 

We knocked a hole in the tea 



wall and pushed the trailer down 
on to the beach. 

While we painted the bottom, 
word spread like a busluire. 
Within an hour the scene was a 
bedlam of children and dogs 
underfoot, and cars Ihiirur the 
cliff* above our beach.

Thc first was just that tot 
wanted to travel and sec the 
world for ourselves. We spent 
five years in university gettirg

The second, the philosophic! 
onr, was pretty involved. We U h 
responded to the challenge 
the undertaking. First to build 
the boat, then to pit oursehn 
and our creation against i \f. 
elements would demand the 1>« 
from us. We would have W 
develop new drills, train c tt 
minds in new way 5, and grow in 
self-reliance. 

But the economic reason * u 
definitely the deciding a ft 
Travelling on our own yacni, 
carrying our food and Lodgiif 
with us, was the only way it 
could afford to stay long tofitu b 
Wc wanted more than a fleet.. ic 
glimpse of the way other people 
lived. 

We decided it was better for 
us to be "young on a bodg l" 
than "nider and richer." We 
cided to "retire now, work laitr." 

We left our jobs after Jive 
years and set up a basic budget 
of ?9(> per month — the morn I" 
amount paid into our account 
by the purchasers of our house 

fn addition, we had eroiuijto 
money in a saving account t* 
cover unexpected emergence* 
We would not have to work atl-mg 
the way, but money we happenea 
to earn would be used for en mo- 
mem for Rebel or to add to lb* 
pleasure of the trip. 

We lived abonrd Rebel in Sua 
Franc ispo Bay and began to ad- 
just to ihe rood i lions. 

1 rooked on a two-bur net

Lack of refrigeration was ihr 
jufdoi to adjust to, I had to 
boy one day 'a supply of fresh 
things n I a time. 

And. until ! learned to gauge 
amount* fairly accurately , what 
wasn't eaten at night was served 
Jot breakfast 

The major disadvantage of a 
trimaran. as compared with a 
traditional fceei yacht, led to the 
oaly major disagreement that 
Marvin and 1 had. 

A trimaran is similar to an 

■ aeroplane in its strength-to-weighi 

■ ratio. Marv kept impressing me 
I with the importance of keeping 
I the boat light. "Irs a safety fac- 
I tor/ 1 he kepi saying. I assured 
H him that I wanted it safe, but 
I if Rebel was to be our home 
I for diree to five years 1 also 
I wanted my hand-crank sewing- 
I ma< hine. my typewriter, the tape 
I record er, and at least some of my 

■ Lou ks 

1 suggested hopefully that may 

■ be we would lose a few pounds, 
H instead, but a family diet wasn't 
Bwhat he had in mind. 

I Clothes presented a prohlem. 

■ We would need every degree of 

■ formality from scruffy clothes Tor 
S the boat, to casual daily wear, to 
Hsuit-anfttie Sunday best, and 
■things for both summer and win- 
ter climates. Yet all had to fit 

■into the foot-and-a-half hanging 
; space, and a single locker, alJot- 
■ied to each of us! 

With drip-dry and erease- 
rrsisiam shins and slacks, Marvin 
wis fine, 1 concentrated on the 
marvellous easy-care fabrics and 
■collected or sewed as much "co- 
ordinated variety" as 1 could 
squeeze into my space. The result 
■was an acceptable wardrobe — if 
-we we rent staying more than 
Ethree weeks! 

[ We stocked an extensive 
medirine box and added the best 
& practical medical book I could 
Emit 

Then I turned to the problem 
•of pro vis inning. A utilitarian cook 
*t best, 1 bad no idea where to 
start. I turned to the now- 
familiar books about cruising, and 
Iwem through them again, looking 



for hmts for fond, and decided to 
try the plan that sounded most 
sensible. 

I would make out detailed 
menus for j week and simply 
multiply the foods and amounts 
by the required number of weeks. 

So out came the nutrition 
book*, tbe cook books, and the 
recipe sections of the women's 
magazines. I planned everything, 
including mid-morning and mil- 
night snacks for the man on 
ivutch, an J how to utilise left- 
over*. 

The whole system was tested on 
a one-month trial cruise down the 
coast of California to Calalina 
Island, and back against the 
wind to San Francisco. 

1 learned a great deal on that 
passage, especially about food! 1 
learned very quickly that we 
wouldn't need anywhere near the 
a mo umi of food I had planned, 
because I wouldn't be eating my 
share. 

About this time I discovered 
freesc-dried foods. Developed 
originally f 0r hikers and moun- 
taineers, ihey were ideal for our 
weight-critical trimaran. 

720 meals 

The process involved flash- 
freezing meats, vegetables, and 
fruits, then removing ihe mois- 
ture in a vacuum. The result 
was a lightweight packet of food 
which would keep indefinitely, 
without refrigeration. 

An ftoz, packet, for instance, 
might include all the ingredients 
for a pork-chop dinner for two: 
four chops, ample fried potatoes, 
and apple sauce. 

And there was a good variety 
to choose from: casseroles, stews, 
steaks, and chilli, even a sausage- 
and-egg breakfast. 

We tried them all and found 
them satisfactory just as they 
came from the package, A little 
experimentation showed the pos* 
si hi lilies And we jumped at the 
chance to buy some 720 freeze- 
dried meal a at half price. 

They became the backbone of 
our supplies and our staple 
emergency stores. Even now,

when we run out of money be- 
fore we run oul of month, we can 
still eat frCeze.-dried foods. 

We left San Francisco in 
January, 196$. 

We had trouble finishing the 
innumerable bat-minute jobs be- 
i,niy, suddenly, f/irnds realised 
that we really were going to 
leave, and too many people 
wanted to have ua to dinner "just 
one mure time." 

It was all very Haltering, but it 
wasn't helping us to be on our 
way. 

Marvin finished the most im- 
portant piece of equipment just 
a few days licfore we left San 
Diego, our last port of call in the 

U.S. 

ft w*b a wind- vane, self-steer- 
ing device— -the most delightful, 
undemanding crewman imagin- 
able. It passed its sea trials was 
dubbed "Johnnie Rcb," and be- 
came a per mar tent member of the 
rrew. 

I must have teased \farv a hit 
too much about his "all -girl 
crew." He in formed me definitely 
that Johnnie was "he" That 
made it easier to understand the 
jargon: "He's keeping her right 
on course, isn't he?" 

T can't exaggerate the impor- 
tance of Johnnie ro me. His 
efficiency freed me from most of 
my seaman's duties, and /eft me 
with the happier role of cook 
and companion, and willing hand 
in time of need. 

The occasional night watches I 
took at the helm I took because 
Z wanted to. They werr hours of 
quiet darkness alone, ■ special 
time to think and philosophise 
and to know myself. 

Our first step toward the South 
Seas was the longest one yet: 22 
days and miles from San 

Dir^n to the Marquesas Islands 

As a check an our navigation, 
we set mirseJves the task of find- 
ing Guadalupe Island two days 
off the California coast. When 
we passed thai test easily, we 
faced the wide Pacific with 
greater confidence. 

We were surprised to discover 
that our daily life at sea wu 
rather dull. 

There was less marine life ihan 
I bad expected, and that left 
empty acre* of water and sky to 
look at. 

With Johnnie steering about S5 
percent of the lime, we luoked 
around for ways to occupy our- 
*elveiL: 

We listened lo tapc-icrorded 



French lessons, but repeating the 
phrases aloud in the middle of 
nowhere sounded silly. We read 
aloud for hours every day. 

I was luckier than Marvin in 
that respect. Ten minules" read- 
ing would give him a headache. 

I was subject to seasickness if 
I tried to move a bo ill iJie cabin, 
but so long as I hy in the bunk 
I could read for hours on end 
with nu ill effect?,, 

As the heal grew more and 
more oppressive near the equator, 
we modified our habits. 

Any work had to be finished 
before 10 a,m. or postponed until 
after 3 p.m. During the midday 
hours wc just lay around and 
panted. 

We began to have our main 
meal early in the morning while 
u si ill was tool. That meant that 
we sometimes had strange con- 
coctions like chilli or stew far 
brcukfatL, Ugh! 

Lunch was usually canned fruit 
and biscuits. In the evening we 
usually had a second hor meal 
-rr - d in the cockpit so that we 
could ifijm the sunset and the 
evening*. 

I became such an advocate of 
the one- pot meai That I forgot 
what it was Jike to eat off a 
P&tfi with a knife and fork. Peas 
bn a plate wete useless at sea; 
it was easier and better lo throw 
them in the pan, add the rice 
and < hir ken, then serve the whole 
Uungf in a bowl, 

Marvin's birthday rame two 
days north of the equator, after 
wf bad been at sea for two weeks. 
It was understandably a very 
special birthday for him, because 
he was actually doing what he 
had dreamed about and worked 
toward for years. 

About noon, he opened the 
package from his mother, which I 
had faithfully hidden until now. 

The chocolates^hadii't survived 
the tropic heat, despite their care- 
ful wrapping, Each one was a 
dark, saggy puddle in its frilled 
paper cup. 

We laughed a* we licked them 
like melting ire-cream. 

The gifts he received from me 
were a chieken dinner and a 
birthday cake. 

He had been teasing me about 
finishing the ffvcftttt I was knit- 
ting for his hirthday, so he could 
be thr only individual he had 
rver heard of wilh a new sweater 
to Wear as we pasted the equator,

The sudden showers were al** 
a welc ime ehancc to rinse W 
some ef the accumulated 
Imagine us out in the cofkpil 
soaping down t and hoping 
ihe squall wouldn't move i**f 
before we could ^et tlie soap 

At noon on ihe ,! Is! dai 
sextant shot ihowed us on 
miks from Va Huka, the 
island of the Marquesas gnmp 
Atl af le mono we °btii1t" isl.uif 
from the low-lying clouds on <ri' 

We caught a li^hi showrr ia 
the ariemoon and noied a 1:^ 
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>f cloud that promised a patti- 
ularly naaty squall. About 5.30 
it caught up with us with hard 
[ un and gusty wind. 

For i while we were too busy 
co worry about qur landfall Then 
it was too dark to see clear Ly. 

We *et the tiny ted storm sail. 

The idea was to head slowly in 
ihr direction we warned to go — 
dowly, because we fit ill had not 
righted the UlanJ we knew wu 
out there. 

It stormed through the night 
while we lay below in the bunk 
and fretted. 

About 4 *.m_ the weather 
cleared and we saw the shadow 
of an island in the moonlight, 
and at sunrise we set the genoa 
again and headed Tor the head- 
land of Nuiu Hiva T just visible 
across the channel. 

I'll remember that sunrise for 
a Ion?; time, because it brought 
with it the incredibly sweet smell 
of flowers. It was just what I ex- 
pected from a genuine South 
Sea bland paradise, but the per- 
fume was so sharp on the morn- 
ing air. 

All morning; we salted along 
the southern coast of Nuku liiva, 
marvelling at the massive cliffs 
And lush, green hills. At one point 
I could count as many as six 
waterfalls. What a beautiful sight 
it was after three weeks at sea. 

Just before noon of the 22nd 
day we dropped anchor at Taio- 
hae Bay j Nuku Iliva, the Mar- 
quesas Islands. 

We had really done it. We had 
safely crossed an ocean to arrive 
where we had decided wq would 

We were terribly proud of our- 
selves! The memories of the bore- 
dom, the seasickness, the rough 
weather, the breaking gear — all 
these faded away before the 
promise of living among the 
people of the islands. 

One at a time we recognised 
and savored the benefits of travel- 
ling by yacht. 

We stopped at all the well- 
known tourists spots, and many 
more, 

We could afford to stay as long 
as w e ltked t and when we moved 
on we carried our food and lodg- 
ing with us. 

Because wc were travelling on 
our own and in an unusual 
manner t even in the large ports 
we found it easy to make friends 
— people who were interested in 
yachts or sailing sought us out 
and went out of their way to 
make us welcome. 

By longboat 

On the island of Tutuila, in 
American Samoa, it was obvious 
| that the culture was changing 
very rapidly — the immense 
educational television system 
could not revolutionise Lhe teach- 
ing methods and leave the rest 
of the culture uo touch etL 

We wanted to sec "Fa 'a 
Samoa," the traditional Samoan 
way, so wc sailed to lhe Mann a 
Islands, 60 miles away from 
Tutuila. 

There are no harbors on the 
Manu'a Islands, Goods, produce, 
and passengers are taken to shore 
by longboat and landed through 
the surf. 

On the island of Of u, the Gov- 
Tnment had blasted a Harrow 
cut in the reef in order to land 
a barge carrying heavy construc- 
tion equipment. 

We motored Rebel through the 
I cut and nosed gently up on to 
the sandbar. 

When the tide went out, we 
lettled on our three hulls and 
hi upright on the sand, only 100 
yards from the schoolyard. 

Within an hour after we 
arrived, the head teacher ap- 
peared to ask if he might take 
his pupils on a "field trip" 
in rough Rebel. He said some 
of lhe children had seen yachts 
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sail past in the distance, hut this 
was the first time one had ever 
stopped, 

That afternoon, 128 students, 
six teachers, and two cooks visited 
Rebel. 

The children went through in 
groups of five, round-eyed, 
pointing, and whispering. 

T was cleaning sand out for 
days afterward, but I would jump 
at the chance of doing it again. 
They were so filled with lively 
curiosity, and so appreciative of 
our hospitality. 

Not all our adventures were 
pleasant ones, of course. The 
most terrifying experience of the 
voyage was the night Rebel went 
on the reef at Bora Bora. 



The human error — depending 
on only one anchor in a cramped 
anchorage — was responsible, and 
when we realised the danger we 
sailed to safety at once. 

Then the halyard brake and 
the sail dropped useless to the 
deck. Rebel was pushed on to 
the reef, where she pounded on 
the sharp coral tor four hours.

When I explained my urgent need for 
someone with a boat and motor lo pull ui 
off thr reel, be shrugged and said r i- ff your 
boat is hard on the reef, you may as well 
forget it. 11 

Then, glancing at my cat fees, lie added,

Would you mind stepping outside?" 

la the end a Tahiuan fisherman brought 
the Mantua, a 40ft. trading; vessel with a 
powerful engine. Lo our rescue, and thr 
Manilla pulled Rebel free and cowed her (o 
a safe harbor. 

In the early-morning light we inspected 
the damage and were jubilant when we 
con Iff find an water inside. Four hours,* 
pounding <m thr reef and the extent uf the 
damage was a cracked rudder* 

Far bigger boats than ours had broken 
up m a reef, but the trimaran's light weight 
was an asset. 

Only a yacht would atop at tiny, un- 
inhabited Namara Island in the Great 
Astrolabe Reef — bui the week we spent there 
playing Robinson Crusoe was one of the 
Ziigrdighis of our cruise. 

7 Tie island was "ours" and we explored 
it from one end to the other.

We drank its coconuts and ale its papayas, 
and Kpem hours lazing in the clear water 
admiring the beauty of the coral reef. 

Rebel still demanded certain attentions 
and never ceased in her reminders that 
certain job* needed to be done, but we fell 
no necessity for schedules — which has 
always accrued to me nnr nf Lhe bancs of 
civil Uation- 

For us, it was an idyllic interlude. 

just before Christmas, Rebel and her 
crew sailed through Sydney Heads, righl 
into the middle of ihe biggest fleet of sailing 
boats wc had seen sinrc leaving San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 

For ihr past two years we had been sail- 
ing from island to island across the Pacific, 
where navigational difficulties involved land- 
falls, not buoys and right-of-way rules. 

We threaded our way through Sydney \ 
normal weekend raring fleet, intern oil stay- 
ing out of everyone's way and reaching a 
quiet anchorage. 

Speeding hydrofoil 

A speeding hydrofoil noted our ragged 
American ensign ami zipped close by to 
give its passengers a better view. 

Two youngsters in an open boat passed 
us, talking loudly over the clatter of their 
outboard motor. 

"Rebel. San Francisco/' one read from 
our bow. "Gosh, do you think they really 
came all lhe way in thai thing?" Marvin 
and I looked at each other and grinned. 

As I write we have been in Sydney for 
a month and have found the Australians we 
have met wonderfully outgoing and friendly 

*J"hc mulli-huli rruisnuf clubs, both in 
Rrifthane and in Sydney, have made us feel 
very welcome. We have explored the Sydne> 
area, delighting especially in the beautiful 
harbor and the intense interest in boating 
and sailing. 

Now we want to go Farther afield. Aus- 
India is too b% to see. the way we would 
like to; still, well do the best we ran! 

We have bought an old car and we plan 
to leave Rebel quietly at anchor in Pear! 
Bay while we "cruise inland" for a moml 
to six weeks, camping along the way. 

We may spend a few days in the vineyard' 
or picking lomatocs; we hope to visit a big 
sheep station. We may get as far north a± 
Lightning Ridge to look at the opal mini eh 
or as far west as Broken ibll 

We want to visit Melbourne and cross or 
the ferry to Tasmania. We'll try to thw 
our arrival in Adelaide lo coincide wilh thr 
Arts Festival, and return to Sydney fur (h. 
Easter Show, visiting Canberra and the 
Snowy Mountains scheme on lhe way. 

Our future plans are very general ami 
are always subject lo change. But for now 
the plan calls for several months' work on 
Rebel before continuing ihc voyage. 

We'll cruise slowly up ihe Australian 
coast ai least as far as Port Stephens, then 
cross to spend the spring and summer season 
in New Zealand. 

Then well return to Australia and go 
north up the Great Harrier Reef. Our last 
Australian port of call will be Darwui 
before we set out across the Indian Ocean 
sailing west toward home.

" "is the most exciting part of 
Australia?" 

He tersely replied, "The farthest 
I can get." 

Big, red -bearded writer-photog- 
rapher Jeff has seen most of it. As he 
writes in the foreword to his soon- 
to-be-published book "Outback In 
Focus/' ,4 I haven't seen it all. Bui I 
have driven and walked 250,000 
bush miles in the past twelve years. 
Apart from a few nights spent in an 
Alice Springs pub and the occasional 
comfort of homestead hospitality or 
shearing-shed accommodation, my 
camp has always been my swag, 
under the stars." 

For a goodly part of that quarter 
of a million miles over the oldest, 
harshest, emptiest, driest continent 
on earth, Jeffs blonde wife. Mare, 
has been right along with him. 

When Goth, their elder son (now 
12), was very small, so did he. Mare 
remembers washing nap- 
pies in the turbulent Snowy p iTay 
River. Then Vandal I now *?_ * 
ten) was born, and Jeff 
took off on his months-long odysseys 
alone. 

When the sturdy, blond little boys 
grew up enough, Jeffs parents, Perce 
and Doris Carter, started coming 
over to care for them, and once again 
Marc could get into the Land-Rover 
with Jeff and go far over the horizon. 

Marc asked no quarter. Uniquely, 
this was a man's world, but she fitted 
in. It was her world the same as it 
was Jeff s. And this was doubly 
incredible, because Mare is both 
supremely feminine and by birth an 
American. 

She was a young student en route 
for Paris' Sor bonne when she called 
in on Sydney some 17 years ago and 
fell in love with it. She went home, 
but then back she came and met Jeff 
when both of them were working on 
an outdoors magazine. 



Jeff had got to the magazine bv 
some pretty unconventional routes. 
He was born in Melbourne in 1928, 
son of an engineer who was an expert 
hunter and fisherman and a brillian- 
dress-designcr. 

He sold his first fictional story as 
a schoolboy at Melbourne High 
School. And he fooled around with 
an old camera from earliest times. 

At 17 he went bush. He was 
variously fruit-picker, road-gange r, 
wool-comber, cotton-winder, ani 
much eke, including, incrcdibh.

He went straight from a Sydnrv 
factory to a Sydney magazine devote 1 
to the outdoor life, and by the ace 
of 22 was its editor. 

Jeff married for 'the first time at 
18, and there were two children ! 
the marriage, Karen, now 20, and 
Thor t 17, ("I like unusual name. 1 * 
he says. "Can't stand calling kins 
things like Bert and Fred.") 

He enjoyed working on 

the magazine and had o 
become an expert photog- 
rapher to hold down his 
job. But he soon found, he w ti 
making more money as a freelance 
writer of fiction. 

Mare was on the office switchboard 
when she first met Jeff. Then 
became a copywriter. When the poir 
married they both stayed home wdj 
wrote pulp like mad. Jeff wrote 
Westerns, Mare romances. 

At the same time they contributed 
to just about every magazine in Aus- 
tralia. In the first ten years of thdr 
marriage they wrote well over a 
million paying words, 

They started going outback whrit 
researching stories on well-known 
writer-naturalist Erie Worrell. The? 
fell hard for the strange old con- 
tinent, and soon bought a car of their 
own and began their long safaris.

SOME DO'S AND DONTS 
WHEN DEALING WITH 
THE HARD-OF-H EARING 

• After o recent article "Some Don'ts When Dealing 
with Blind People," the Australian Association for 
Better Hearing wrote to us, pointing out there were 
nearly as many "don'ts" when dealing with the hard- 
of-hearing. 

The Association says that, in general, people 
understand total deafness, but they fail to regard 
partial deafness for the very real handicap it is. 



DOST shout! Most people who do not 
hear well arc actually physically 
handicapped by defect ivr h earing 
mechanism*. Incrcajsed loudness 
rarely helps; sometimes it actually 
hurts. 

:K)NT become irritable and say "Never 
mind!" or "It doesn't matcerr Ii 
does! You force your friend or 
rrlative inin an isolation you would 
not care to share, 

H.)NT address your hard ^f-h earing friend 
through someone else, as though be 
had a child's mentality. Most hard- 
of-hearing people acquired their 
impairment in laier years and could 
be as intelligent as you. 

>ONT ever assume that deafness means 
dumhness — in either meaning of the 
word. Care enough to find out ihe 
extent of the hearing loss and how 
best to communicate, 

IX)NT mouth your words in an exag- 
gerated fashion. If your friend can 
Uptrrad he will follow best if you 
talk in a natural voice—a little 
more slowly, if yon arc in the habit 
or talking quirk ly, Not all words 
can be lipread, but a mixture of 
hearing and seeing can be very 
effective. 

TjONT expect your hard-of- hearing friend 
to follow af] changes of subject. If 
you 1 1 lent ion "stiles" teJJ him 
whether you are discussing fish, 
footgear, or religion. 

DONT repeat the same words over and 
over. Use a different phrase to 
convey your meaning. "Do you 
want a hook from the library?" can 
be easily changed 10 "I'm going to 
the library. Will I pick up your 
book?" 



DON'T expect your hard-of-hearuig friend 
to hear from another room. If he 
uses a mixture of hearing and 
speech-reading, it will be necessary 
far him to sec your face. 

DONT say t "He can hear you when he 
wants to! T ' Everyone with a hearing 
loss wants to hear ail the time, but 
a hearing defect will cause loss of 
some sounds* thus leaving the 
pattern of the sentence incomplete. 

DONT deride Grandpa when he always 
responds to your ral! tn lunch, 
though you can't make him hear 
the thing* you think important. 
Grandpa is doing the sensible and 
logical thing — using duett to com- 
pensate for failing sounds. 
The first clue is the time; the 
second due is that (maybe) you 
have made it plain you don't want 
him underfoot and you will call 
him when you are ready; the third 
clue is the sound of your voice in 
these particular circumstances. 

DONT use long, involved sentences. Re- 
member that he lias a communica- 
tion handicap, even though he may 
manage fairly well with his hear- 
big-aid and speech-reading. 
This does not mean you must nse 
onr-sy liable words, Tnree- and 
four-syllable wards can be quite 
easy to hear and Unread. But keep 
your sentences to the point. 

DONT be misled into believing the hard- 
of- hearing person wants isolation. 
The wallflower wears a bright 
smile, pretending she docan'1 care if 
nnbody asks her to dance. But she 
does! Oh, hem 1 she does! If you 
wiD rake the initiative, and provide 
a stepping-stone here and there, 
your friend will positively blossom. 



SOME DO'S FOR THE SUFFERERS 



DO go 10 see ynur ear specialist if you are 
missing bits of i onvrisalion. He will 
tell you the cause and extent of your 
hearing Joss and advise whether a 
hearing-aid or operation will hdp you. 

DO he honest with yourself and your 
friends. Don't try to hide your hearing 
loss. How can anyone hdp you if they 
don't know thai you have a handicap? 

fX) acquire a hearing -aid if there is the 
slightest chance that it will help you. 
Try several kinds and choose the one 
with a tone to suit ycru. 

DO inquire about hearing-aids to suit your 
pocket. 

DO regard your hearing-aid as your friend, 
and persevere with its use 

EX) inquire about lipreading lessons and 
auditory -training classes. Whether you 



can benefit from a bearing-aid or not. 
you will derive some benefit from 
speech-reading classes. 
There are branches of fhc Australian 
Association for Better Hearing in all 
the capital cities and some country 
centres. Glasses commence in Feb- 
ruary, May, and September, much the 
same u the school terms. 

DO join up with other ha rd-of ^tearing 
people. Youll be surprised how well 
they cope and how much you can both 
benefit and give. Unity is strength.

"Some books of fantasy lhat I would recommend to . u 
and your child are The Lion, the Witch, and the W.i I- 
rolie* and its sequels, tales of the war between good i- «d 
evil in the mysterious land of Namia; 'The Borrowers' and 
m sequels, which tell of a family of small people a Jew 
inches high who ruiht to preserve themselves from exuW 
tton, and live by borrowing those household ileitis, I** 
pins and thimbles, which so mysteriously disappear; Tht 
Hubbit/ by G. R. Tolkien — this will outclass Batman tor 
excitement f«y day; 'The Stone Cage/ by Nicholas Sni rt 
Uray, a delightful humorous tale about Rapunzel and the 
witch who imprisoned her in ihe tower.

WINDOW-BOX GARDENS 

• Small though its scale may be, a window-box can fulfil 
one's need for a garden.

The first essentia] ii a solidly con- 
structed, well-secured box. An avalanche 
of rocks and timber could be embarrass- 
in a; if it fell on to people passing below! 

The conventional materials for window- 
box construction are limber or concrete, 
but timber is lighter and easier to 
secure. The most suitable- Limbers are 
the Australian hardwoods, cypres*, or 
American redwood, Redwood Is wfl and 
easy to work, yet is very weather-re- 
stitaul, and resists rot for many years, 

Fibreglass Of aluminium alio makes 
strong, Ugh i window- boxes, hut alum- 
inium needs a heavy layer of plastic or 
bitumen paint truude to prevent cor- 
rosion by the noil, 

A window box is often i up ported on 
the sill, but many fills now slope, and 
although boxes can be built to nestle 
on this slope, it is more satisfactory tn 
support litem on a ihelf held by two or 
three heavy brackets plugged to the 
wall below the window. Then, as a 
safety measure, securely fasten chains 
ro window sash and either end of ihe 
box. 

Timber needs painting with several 
coals of oil paint to protect the outside. 
Usually the inside is painted only with 
a fungicide, such as bordeaux, but 
modem plastic gloss pain is or enamels

may also be used lo protect the inside 
of the box, as thry are not toxic to 
plajiu. 

Another way lo protect the timber 
from moisture and to drain the box is 
to line it with plastic sheeting, folded 
in at the comers to fit smoothly over 
the sides and base, then secured to the 
timber with plastic cement. 

Or, the sheeting can be taken Lo the 
top of the box and covered by tacking 
a thin, inch- wide strip of moulding 
round the top inside edge. 

But perhaps the most satisfactory 
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arrangement is lo have an inner liner 
for the box which can be lifLed out, soil 
and all For Large boxes, the liner* 
could be divided into three separate unit* 
to make handling easier. 

The use of planter boxes gives further 
possibilities. In a yard or on a terrace, 
you can change the display around, 
featuring only plants in their prime* A 
compromise uf this would be to have 
three of the box units, the ones at either 
end with fairly permanent greenery such 
as Trailing ivy, vioca major, or fern, 
and the centre one changing from, say, 
primulas to lobelia or violas, then to 
begonias in summer. 




The soil: Proprietary polling mix- 
tures aic right for most plants, and in 
city areas the easiest soil to obtain. If 

5ou can make up a soil mixture, the 
ohn Ittoii mixture is good — 7 pans 
medium crumbly garden soil, 3 parts 
peatmoss. 2 pari* coarse sand. To earn 
bucketful of mixture add about 2 tea- 
spoons of garden lime and the same of a 
good, complete plant food. 

You could also u*c vermiculite in- 
stead of soft It is extremely light, and 
thus easy to lift, and needs less struc- 
tural support than soil It also holds 
large quantities of water without be- 
coming soggy, but has no plant nutrients, 
so the plants need to be fed, ' 

To do this without building up an 
exec** of plant food in the vermiculite. 
water initially with a nutrient solution, 
catching the excess which drains through- 
Water with this run-off each day after 
it has been topped up lo ihe original 
volume with water. At the end of about 
three weeks, make op a new mixture. 

Can ning the mn-ort isn't difficult if 
the drainage from the box Is controlled, 
which it should be, whatever soil Or soil 
substitute is used. Have one reasonably 
si/rd drainage hole, say Jin., in one 
corner, and tilt the box or base slightly 
so that all moisture drains to this. The 
waLerproof lining (plastic sheeting or 
metal) js carried down slightly into the 
hole, and a few inches of plastic garden 
hose plastic -cemented into the hole to 
direct the water off. 

An inrh of pea-siied charcoal over the 
base of thr box will aid drainage, Keep 
soil or vermiculite from rloggimt, the 
rhari'oal by covering it with hcuian. or 
thin nylon material. Where several units 
are used inside one long outside bo*, 
these can drain into the main box 
through ntultiple drainage hole*. 

If using a nutrient solution with 
^T^m^cohLe, make up, say, a gallon 
plastic jar, using a teaspoon of packetcd, 
coninfett liquid manure. Plug the how 
al the drainage outlet while the solution 
i» watered over the surface, then hang 
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the jar below the box, and let the 
drain into it, 

Next day, the jar is topped off with 
water, and the contents applied again-, 
and so on for three weeks, when the 
solution is discarded and a fresh lot 
made up. 

In addition, for each cubic foot of 
vermiculite use about a teaspoon of 
either superphospate or complete plant 
food i|Grn-plu*. Honico 2, or No. 5) 
scattered over the surface every 3 months 
— hut not on azaleas or ferns. 

As vermiculite is' very light, anchor 
it with an inch layer of sphagnum moss.

DISCUSSION GROUP 
FOR YOUNG MOTHERS 

Every few weeks these young married women hire babysitters 
and have a few hours off, over a good lunch, to discuss topics 
that interest them, "It not only gives me great pleasure but has 
made me more tolerant of other people's views/' says the South 
Australian reader who started the idea. She writes about it here. 



A BOUT 18 months ago, while 
on an interstate visit, I heard 
rjf a group of young married 
women who met over lunch to 
discuss a book they had read- 

I felt I'd enjoy something like this, 
too, as at daytime social functions, with 
the children begging for attention, con- 
versation usually centred on them or 
on other household problems. These 
gatherings had begun to bore me to 
death. 

I talked the idea over with several 
Friends, and we decided that instead of 
Just a book we would enlarge the range 
of our discussions lo include a book, a 
subject, a hobby, or an article we had 
read and been interested in. This would 
give as information and stimulate dis- 
cussion. 

Our plan has proved an enormous 
success, not only making us more articu- 
late, but it has .given us a reason to 
study (if you could call it thatl). 

We have all sorts of topics to think 
about and to discuss with our husbands 
instead of the usual subjects of children 
and gossip or, worse still — silence! 

Our group meets every five or six 
weeks, the next dale and hostess being 
decided at each luncheon. 



There are now seven of us — just 
about the right number, as ft allows 
the hostess to add a guest if she wants 
to, and leaves enough of ui if one of 
the members can't attend. 

No children arc allowed. We each 
have a babysitter, and if this were not 
possible for any group I'd suggest they 
meet in the evening. 

Anyone joining our dull must take 
her turn at having a limdbcoo. Simple 
luncheons, with a bottle of wine,, are 
the order of the day, and each mem- 
ber has a mm as hostess only about 
every ten months. 

Time flies at our Little gatherings, 
and we try to start the minute everyone 
has arrived. 

Some of the topics we have discussed 
have been abortion, ibe Aboriginal ques- 
tion, the Senate, the space race, TV 
advertising, the bestseller lists, cosmetic 
surgery, Vietnam. We have also read 
some excel lent books, through the group. 

More housewives should do this kind 
of thing, 1 feel. It has not only given 
me great pleasure but has made me 
think, become more tolerant of other 
people's views, and, most important, 
given my husband a more interesting
